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PAPER INDUSTRY
BEING RESTORED IN NORTHEAST

The government-operated paper and puip mills in Northeast China are
speedily being reatored to normal production. The oontinual disturbances
since Vi Day anl confliots betwesn CCP and KMT troops have all contributed
to the destruction and dwindling produotion. Kow that peace in the area
has been restored, all efforts are being made to inorease productinon beyond
the peak production level of the puppot Manchukuo regime.

At present, there are seven large government-operaved paper and pulp
mille in Northeast China. They are:

. There are algo tiree sulfur-iron mines and three paper and pulp mills
operated by the Enterprise Control Bureau of the Ministry of Industry, Worth-
east Executive Committee. They are:

Except for the Sheng-yang Mill, all woire damaged or destroyed duriag
CCP-KMT conflicts. S8eventy percent of the paper-making machinery and all of
the bollers and electrical equipment of the An-tung mills were demolished.
Ten or more buildings and warehousea >f the Shlh-hsien Mill were burned down
by bandits. Other mi:ls were in & state of suspended or partial production
during thz FMT ccntrol. All of thess mills are nov being restored and the
full-scals producticn ¢ expected soon.
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Papsr and pulp mak!ng maci:inery in thees wmills now include: 25 paper-
making machines, 29 pulp boilers or digesters, 8 hemp-catting machines, 82
breakers or beaters, 2 pulp-making machines, 119 bleaching and sizirg machines
and other equipment, suchss pulp grinders, log slicers, and ohemical-mixing
machines.

The highest annual paper produstion during the puppet regime-was 100,000
tons of pulp and 76,000 tons of paper. The shortage of machinery has reduced
the present volume of production to one-thixd that of the puppet regime.

Various grades of paper and by-products now being produced at the north-
esst mills, such as white newaprint, cement bag, glosey vellum, clear pulp,
C-grade vellum, glossy white, onionakin, bond, paper boards, psatcboards,
sanila boxboards, colored papers, tannic acid powder, and tannic acid
essensge,

The productionaf paper totaled 1‘,..1&149 tons in March 1949. Included in
this total mre the following:

Production of thres kinds of pulp {sulfate, wood and reed) during the
same munth totaled 73.42 tons. The pulp 1s produced in An-tung Mill No 1,
Yin-k'ou Mill, and Shih-hsien Mill. The latter produced 31.62 tona of the
total. Besides supplying Chi-lin and other Shen-yang plants, there is
snongh puly left to fill the needs of other paper mills in China Proper.

Northeast China 1s rich in paper-making raw saterlals. It has en
abundant supply of reeds: rice straw, hemp, cotton, and lace-bark pine
(pinus bungeana). Eseential for producing wood pulp and reed pulp
respsctively, the pine and resd are also utillized in making synthetic
threads. Rice gtraw 1s used by the Shen-jang plants to vrod..ce paste-
board and other hard paper. Waste cotton and hemp are used extonaivaly
by three An-tung mills to make cigarette paper.

During 1949 and 1950 the reconatruction of the K'ai-ghan Mill and the
oconstruotion of 8 copper-ssreen plant are planned.

Preliminary work on the K'al-shan Mill bas been completed and other
work is vegln finished rapldly. Repairs on buildings ard machinery also
have been completed on the copper-screen plant. Geod-grade copnsr-gcreens,
essentlal for paper-making, will be in production goos. Heretofore, the
hand-made copper-soreens obtalned from T'len-ching wers being us3d for
pulp shifting. These screens have proved very unsatisfsctory. Becsuse of
the uneven aizes of the copper gratings, the pulp either leaks ont through
the mesh or the wvater remains on the screen. The production of good-grade
screena at the copper-screer plant chould end this problem.

The installation of five paper-making machines in the Chi-lin Mill
and one in each of the An-tung plants.is also planned for 1949. Stone
rotary kilns for sulfate proceassing would aiso be furnighed in these
plants.

Finally, this year's gori -4 $c¢ produce 23,804 tons of pulp and
25,191 tons of papsr.
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Every effort is now boing concentrated on increasing producition.
It 18 hoped that the day will not be far off when the Northesst China
" paper industry will etialn self-sufficlency, with a surplus for shipment
ahroad .
